HUNTED AFTER ACCIDENT 








.Man Who Had Provided Medical 


Aid, Found Later and Taken 
Into Custody. 


Henry T, Koeln. brother of City Col- 
lector Koeln, was arrested Tuesday 
after an automobile which he was driv- 
ing ran down and injured Henrietta 
Grafe, 8 years old, of 4862 Gibson ave- 
nue, 

The .little girl was on nas way home 
to lunch from the Adams School and 
was crossing the street at Tower Grove 
and Swan avenues, when the machine 
struck and hurled her into the gutter. 

Koeln picked her up and took her to 
her home Mm his automobile. He then 
drove to the office of Dr. William M. 
Sherman at 4258 Manchester avenue and 
took the physician with him to the 
child’s home. 

Efforts to restore the child to con- 
sciousness were unsuccessful. After see- 
ing that she had medical attention, 
Koeln went on his way. . 

When the police learned of the acci- 
dent the number of Koeln’s machine was 
telephoned to all of the districts; Half 
an hour later Patrolman McGinty ar- 
rested Koeln at King’s highway and 
Swan avenue. He was taken to the 
ower Grove substation and held to 
await the outcome of the child’s in- 
juries. 

Koeln said that as no attempt was 
made to arrest him at the time of the 
accident, he did not know he was Wwant- 
ed, otherwise he would have surren- 
dered. 

Dr. Sherman and Dr. J. 8. Sheets, who 
are attending the child, fear that she 
has concussion of the brain. 

Koeln told the police that the acci- 
dent was tinavoidable, as the girl dart- 
ed across the street directly in front of 
bis car and there was not sufficient time 
for him to stop or turn out. 


‘SAN FRANCISCO WINS TEST 
VOTE IN EXPOSITION FIGHT 


House Decides, by 188 to 159, 
to Consider Its Claims Be- 


fore New Orleans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. $1.—San Fran- 
cisco won prior recognition in the House 
of Representatives today on the first 
vote that has been held testing the sen- 
timent of Congress as to the location of 
the Panama Exposition. 

The House.voted to take up the San 
Francisco proposition first, and consid- 
eration of the measure was at once be- 
gun. The vote was 188 to 159. 

The vote was taken under a unique 
arrangement ordered by the Committee 
on Rules. To determine whether the bill 
favored by San Francisco or New Or- 
leans should come before the House, the 
roll was called. Instead of answering 
aye or no, the answers were “San Fran- 
cisco”’ and ‘‘New Orleans,’’ according to 
the choice of the voter.

STRANGLED 2 MEN 


George Burton Narrates Story 
in His Own Way at Edwards- 
ville Trial for Murder. 


SAYS THEY TRIED TO ROB 





Defendant Declares Second Man 
Attacked Him After First 
Had Been Killed. 





George Burton, Alton wrestler, on 
the stand at Edwardsville in his own 
behalf Tuesday in his trial for 
strangling two men to death with his 
bare hands, detailed coolly the cir- 
cumstanees of the tragedy. He de- 
clared that he killed the men after 
they tried to rob him. 

In ‘a narrative 6f more than one 
and a half hours Burton was inter- 
rupted only five times by questidns 
from his lawyer, who thus sought to 
make some point clearer to the jury. 
The young giant went ahead com- 
posedly with his story, and on cross- 
exumination did not alter it. 

After telling of receiving $27 for‘ work 
as a plumber, Burton explained that he 
missed an afternoon train out of Ma- 
rine, and spent about §$7 drinking in 
saloons conducted by Leo Wentz, one of 
the men he killed, and by Frederick 
Oswald. In Oswald’s place Wentz and 
Burton were joined by Louis Weibrecht, 
the other victim. At 10 p. m. they left 
the bar for a vacant house owned by 
Weibrecht’s mother, to spend the night 
there. 

Had Money in His Coat. 

“When we went in, I struck a couple 
of matches,”’ Burton — said, “but I 
couldn’t see anything except a blanket 
on the floor. Wentz said he would call 
us in the morning, but he decided later 
he would sleep there with us, and we 
all lay down on the floor. 

‘I folded my coat under my head for 
a pillow. But first I felt the inside 
pocket, to make sure my pocketbook 
was there. A $10 bill and two $ bills 
were in it. 

“T guess I had been asleep 10 or 15 min- 
utes when. Wentz woke me by grabbing 
bes coat from,.under my head. 

-* “What-tre You trying to do” I aeked 
tie. ‘Damn you, lay down,’ he said, 
and hit me in the face. Then he caught 
my throat with his left hafid, keeping 
the right hand free to hit me. 

“IT got both my hands on his neck and 
pulled my chin down (illustrating the po- 
sition) so. he couldn’t squeeze the 
breath out of me. Weibracht rolled over 
‘o us and got his arms around my legs, 
add felt my trousers pockets for my 
pocketbook. ; 

“I got Weibracht between my legs, 
but Wentz was giving me so mutch 
trouble that I had to turn Weibracht 
loose, and I don’t know what became of 
him for a few minutes. 

Kills Two; Fears More. 

“I kept squeezing at Wentz's» throat 
until he dropped over and cuit strug- 
gliing. I was afraid that they had got 
me in there to rob me and murder me, 
and as soon as I had Wentz out of the 
way I made a break for the door. Just 
as I jumped up, Weibracht grabbed me 
around the legs. I was afraid he was 
going to stick a knife in me. 

“I couldn’t see anything, of course, 
and I had some trouble getting hold of 
Finally I found his neck, 
and I choked him until he refused to 
struggle any longer. . 

“Then I ran out into the middle of the 
street. I thought there might be more 


rmen in the house. I looked around and 


saw a light in a house further down, and 
I went to it. 

“When I knocked on the door a 
man asked who I was, and I said, 
‘you don’t know me, but I want to 
tell you something.’ He let me in, 
and I found it was Bill Reynolds, 
who worked once on a job with me, 
He dia the plastering and I did the 


plumbing. 
Tells About His 
“‘T’'ve been robbed, and toy ‘a fight 


with two men and I may have killed 
both of them,’ I told: him. He agreed 
to go back,to the house with me. 
When we got there, he picked up my 
hat and coat off the floor and handed 
then: to me, The pocketbook wasn't 
in the coat. 

“After a while the Marshal came, 
and wanted to put handcuffs on me. 
I told him I was his prisoner and 
wouldn’t give him any trouble, but 
he insisted on puttiig them on. Well, 
he got them on wrong, and finally 
I had to fix them for him. He de- 
cided that if I'd do that I wouldn't 
try. to get away, and took the hand- 


cuffs off. 
Burton told of his conversations with 


the physician summoned to the house, 
thé policemen and deputy sheriffs sent 
from Edwardsville, and chance passers- 
by who entered the house. He said that 
as soon as they got him to jail at Ed- 
wardsville he fell asleep. There were 
bruises on his face and body, he sald, 
but nobody noticed them. 

Burton’s testimony concluded the de- 
fanse, and the prosecution recalled Rey- 


nolds, who had been a defense witnessp/ 


to ask him about handing the coat and 
hat to Burton. Reynolds remembered 
handing the hat to him, but couldn’t re- 
member anything about the coat. 

Arguments then began. .v¥o time limit 
was set, but the attorneys on both sides 
told Judge Hadley they would not take 
much time. It was éxpected that the 
case would go to the jury early in the 
afternoon. 

The killing occurred last August. Bur-

Bryan Wallendorf Freed by Ac- 
cident Verdict in Calhoun 
County. 


Ten-year-old Bryan Wallendorf, sob- 
bing, told at the Coroner’s inquest Mon- 
day afternoon how he accidentally killed 
Edward Knallakan, his playmate since 
babyhood, with a shotgun. The boys 
live on adjoining farms at Beechville, 
in Calhoun County, Ill., 30 miles north 
of St. Louis. 

Edward anda Bryan were out rabbit 
hunting Sunday aiternvon on the Knal- 
lakan farm. They had but one shotgun 
between them,-an:l Brvan was carrying 
that when a ravbdit jumped up from the 
brush ahead of them. Jtst as Bryan 
raised the shotgun his companion rushed 
in front of him, and the charge of shot 
entered his left breast. 

Terrified at the sight of his wounded 
playmate, Brvan ran half a mile to the 
Knallakan home and to'd Edward's par- 
ents what had happened. [hey hurried 
with him to the seene of the accident. 
but Edward was Jead when thev got 
there. Physicians said he could not 
have lived more than five minutes. 

Bryan was beside himself with grief. 
He and Edward had been companions 
since they were big enough to walk, 
and were almost inseparable. The neigh- 
borhood is not thickly settled, and they 
rarely saw other boys. 

Parents Forgive Youth, 

At the inquest, held at Beechville by 
Justice Hannekan of Brussels, Mr. and 
Mrs. Tony Knallakan, the parents of 
Edward, told how Bryan took them the 
news’of the accident, and deciared that 
they believed him innocent of blame. 
The boy’s distress was apparent, and 
the jury returned a verdict of accidert. 

Bryan is the son of Auvtust Wallen- 
dorf. Edward's funeral was held just 
after the inquest.

MEXICAN STUDENT, 
HER TD $000,000, 
DISAPPEARS HERE 


Jose Rios, Aged 17, Sought’ by 
Teachers at Christian Broth- 
ers’ College. 





Jose Rios, a 1?-year-old student at 


the Christian Brothers’ College, who, ac- 
cording to his guardian, is one of two 
heirs to a $1,000,000 estate in Mexico, has 
been missing since last Thursday. The 
guardian, M. Hernandez Arevalo, @ law 
student at St. Louis University, is fear- 
ful that he has eloped ‘or that he has 
been lured away by persons who have 
knowledge of his great wealth. 

When the youth was missed from the 
college at Easton avenue and King’s 
highway Friday morning, the brothers 
thought he had merely stolen out for 
the night on a lark, and did not at once 
notify the police. In'the afternoon an- 
other Mexican stydent at the institution 
received a postal card from young Rios; 
mailed in St. Louis, with the Informa- 
tion that he was going to Chicago, but 
would be back in a few days. 

Brother Lawrence, prefect at the col- 
lege, telephoned to the Christian Broth- 
ers in Chicago, asking them to watch 
incoming trains for Rios. Several of the 
Chicago brothers know the boy, having 
met him on visits to St. Louis. When 
they telephoned that they had no trace 
of him in Chicago, the St. Loujs police 
were notified, and the Chicago pdlice 
have also been asked to search for him.

GILL HEARD OF 
~ ALDRICH DINNER 


Says William H. Thomson Con- 
fided to Him $25,000 Was 
to Be Raised. 


That the raising of $25,000 was planned 
to finance the congressional campaign 
of Theron Catlin, with Vice-President 
Thomson of thé Boatmen'’s Bank as 
chief.financial agent for the Catlin fam- 
ily, will be shown in the Gill-Catlin 
contest, acording to a statement made 
by Patrick F. Gill’s attorney to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday. 

Gill is contesting Catlin’s election in 
the Eleventh Congressional District. His 
story of the $25,000 campaign fund plan, 
as related to his counsel and just made 
public for the first time, grows out of 
a dinner held’ in honor of Senator Ald- 
rich of Rhode Island by the Commercial 
Club in October, 1910. 

Gill says he was invited to the dinner, 
which was held at the St. Louis Club, 
by George D. Markham, but that his 
special host was William H. Thomson. 
He was wanted becausé he was a Con- 
gressman. 

Real Millionaire Affair. 

“It was a real millionaire affair,’’ said 
Gill. “There were a lot of peopte there 
whom I knew only by reputation, but 
all of them were rich, and as for the 
dinner, it surely was a swell affair. 
Mr. Thomson escorted me to the 
dining room and took a seat bemde me, 
while a few feet away sat Dan Catlin, 
father of Theron. 

“At that time I. did not know the mil- 
lionaire tobacco man, but Thomson soon 
made me acquainted with nin, as well 
as everybody else, 

“We did not drink wine, as Mt. Thom- 
son \.as suffering slightly from the gout 
and cumpostet Scotch highballs. 

“We had several rounds and every- 
body, I think, was feeling happy. 

Plan Artlessly Revealed. 

“"Do you know that gentlentan over 
there?’ asked Mr. Thomson, pointing 
to an elderly man across the table. I 
replied that I did not. 

“*Why,’ he said, ‘That man’s ‘son, 
Theron, is going to Congress next 
At least we intend to do all 
can to send him there. You

“I was surprised,’’ declared Gill. “I 
said to Mr. Thompson, ‘Do you remem- 
ber who I am?’ 

“He appeared puzzled, and confessed 
he had forgotten exactly who I was. 

‘Then I told him I was the Cong-ess- 
man from the Eleventh district, and that 
I intended to run again. He showed em- 
barrassment. 

“*Well, well, that’s all right, Mr. Gill,’ 
he said and then he ordered another 
drink and mentioned something about 
my withdrawing from the race. I said 
I would refuse te de that, and there the 
matter ended.”’ 

Banker Thomson declared rPeseiiay to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the Gill 
story of a $25,000 campaign fund was 
“bosh” and ‘‘tommyrot.”’ 

“T have only a vague recollection of 
that dinner, he eaid. ‘““When I was on 
the witness stand recently I believe I 
said I did not recall it, as I was ill at 
the time. I have attended so many din- 
ners at the St. Louis Club that it is im- 
possible to remember all of them. I did 
meet Congressman Gill at the club on 
one occasion, and possibly Daniel Cat- 
lin was there. 

: Denies Mention of Fund. 

“It is possible also that I referred to 
Theron’s proposed candidacy for Con- 
gress. But as to saying anything of 
$25,000 being raised for the purpose of 
electing the young man, that is em- 
phatically untrue.”’ 

George D. Markham of W. H. Mark- 
ham & Co, testified that Thomson was 
present at the Aldrich dinner and that 
Gill was his guest. 

Markham says he never heard of the 
$25,000 incident, although he says it was 
gossiped around that there was a bar- 
rel somewhere to be used if Catlin made 
the race for Congress. “There was 
nothing definite in this gossip,” said 
Markham. 

Miss Catlin Is Hoarse, 

Miss Irene Catlin, sister of Theron 
Catlin, has been summoned to appear 
as a witnesk Tuesday at the hearing in 
Attorney Peter T. Barrett's office. 

“T cannot go out today,” said Miss 
Catlin to a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
day. 

Miss Catlin, who has had a mild at- 
tek of bronchitis and who has been 111 
three weeks, can scarcely speak above 
a whisper and still has a cough. Her 
marriage to Frederick W. Allen is set 
for Saturday. | 

Daniel Catlin, father of Theron Catlin, 
and Miss Catlin failed to respond when 
their names were called in the contest 
hearing Tuesday.

At 8 a. m. 160 electors had voted at the 
elghth precinct of the Thirteenth Ward, 
the polling place being at Thurman and 
Shenandoah avenues. 

At Delmar avenue and Skinker road 
in the Twelfth Precinct of the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, 47 votes had been cast at 
7:30 a. m. At the same hour in the No- 
vember election 37 votes had been cast. 

Surprised at Light Vote. 

Councilman Schutz, who was one of 
the leaders in the fight against the char- 
ter, said the indications favored its 
adoption. Schutz voted in the Third 
Precinct of the Eighteenth Ward, cast- 
ing the fifty-fifth vote. He said that the 
voters in his precinct were not going 
to the polis, despite his efforts to induce 
them to vote against the charter. 


“Unless the enemies of the charter 
rally later in the day, it will be adopt- 
ed,’ said Schutz. “I am surprised at 
the light vote cast in my precinct.” 


Sheridan Webster, one of the anti- 
charter Campaigners, voted at 8:45 a. m.

Ward. His ballot was No. 62. The in- 
dications pointed to a light vote in the 
wards where the most radical opponents 
of the charter live. 

George Neville of the Collector’s. of- 
fice voted at 8:20 a. m. in the Twenty- 
seventh Ward, being the one hundred 
and twenty-seventh voter to express his 
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judgment on ‘the charter up to that hour. 
Deputy Coroner Fath cast the seventy- 
seventh ballot in the Sixth Precinct of 
the Twelfth Ward at8a.m. — 

In the Seventeenth Precinct of the Sev- 
enteenth Ward, Comptroller Faussig | 
cast the sixtieth ballot at 8:30 a.m. “In 
this precinct,” said Taussig, “the judges 
and cler. : of election, except one, were 
for the charter.’’ 

In Precinct Bight of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward, 120 votes were cast at 8:20 a. m. 

At Delmar and Hamilton in the Elev- 
enth Precinct of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward 27 votes had been cast at 7:30, 
which was 100 less than had been voted 
at the same hour in the November elec- 
tion. } 

‘At the Arcade, in the Fifth. Precinct 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward, 31 votes had 
been cast at 7:30 a. m., and at 7 a. m. 
22 votes had been cast in the Ninth 
Precinct of the Twenty-fourth Ward. 

Voting Was Fast. 

At Newstead and Laclede avenues at 
8 a. m. 79 voters had cast their ballots 
—one-fourth of the registered vote of the 
precinct. 

At Grand avenue and Arsenal street, 
in the Tenth Precinct of the Eleventh 
Ward, one-fifth of the registered vote 
of 843 had been cast at 8:30 a. m. At 
that hour 146 had cast their ballots.. 

At Russell and Vandeventer avenues, 
in the Seventh Precinct of the Thir- 
teenth Ward, 90 votes had been cast at 
-8:30 a. m. and voters were going rapidly 
to the polls. 

Reports frgm various sections of the 
city indicated that about one-fourth of 
the registered vote had been cast at 8:30 
a.m. This would mean that about 40,100 
had, at that hour, voted their convic- 
tions on the charter, and gava the char- 
ter advocates hope that at least 100,000 
votes would be registered. 


Averaged One a Minute. 


At many of the polling places the 
voters did not enter the booths. They 








marked out the ‘‘No’”’ or ‘‘Yes’’ on. the 


tables in the rooms, handed in their 
ballots and left the polls. Judge and 
clerks declared that where they had as 
many as six booths in the polling places 
they could handle readily 300 voters an 
‘hour—an average of one a minute for 
each booth. 

In some precincts there was confusion 
on the part of the voters as to how they 
should mark their ballots. Judges and 
clerks had to stop often to explain that 
if a voter wished to vote for the charter 
he should’ scratch “No” and leave 
““Yes,”’ and that if he wished to vote 
against the charter, he should scratch 
‘*Yes” and leave ‘‘No.”

the President of the United States. 

“7 said then, and I voiced the senti- 
ments of a good many persons, that 
the Democrats did not object to in-' 
formation from any source on the tariff 
or any other subject; but that if you 
were going to have a tariff board, it 
ought to be made to report to the House. 
I do not know that it would do much 
good. I do not believe it would do 
much harm, if any. The proposition for 
a tariff board has been so amended in 
this pending bill that the board shall 
report to the Senate or report to the 
President or report to the House. On 
the action of the Democrats in _ the 
committee it was fixed so that the House 
shall be competent or able to direct the 
subjects that this board shall investi- 
gate. This makes an entirely different | 
situation. I votéd for that bill in the 
committee; I am going to vote for it 
here. 

“Of course, there is no use to conceal 
what the condition is. We have got the 
House after March 4 and we propose to 
carry out In good faith the promise to 
revise thetariff and we are going to 
do it just as soon as we can. 

“Personally, I would like very well 
to see an extra session of Congress, 
bat there is only one man on the face 
of the earth that can. call an extra 
session of Congress, and that is the 
President. If the evening papers are 
to be believed, he is going to call an 
extra session unless he gets his reci- 
procity scheme through this Congress. 


Would Enlarge Reciprocity. 


**He has adopted one more Democratic 
principle. Give him time enough and he 
will adopt them all. While he is urging 
a reciprocity treaty with Canada, and 
I am heartily in favor of that, I wish 
he would extend its operations so as to 
take in our sister republics on the 
south, everyone of them in the’ Western 
Hemisphere. 

“The new board is to be a bipartisan 
one.* I use the word ‘bipartisan’ accu- 
‘rately. Such a thing as nonpartisan 
board is an impossibility in nature. I 
wish we could fix it so there would be 
three Democrats and two Republicans 
on that board at once, but that we can- 
not have; but on the 4th of March, 1918, 
we can get three Democrats to your 
three Republicans and that is the way 
the board will then stand. 

“If the President will appoint five of 
the best men he can find, I think it will 
be able to collect much information.

Stove polish has a grayish tinge sev- 
eral shades lighter than burnt cork, and 
it does not acquire real blackness until 
it has been on a hot stove for some 
time. Its effect on Mrs. Kompa’s face 
was startling. It gave her the rare look 
of a negress who had been scared and 
has suddenly gone pale. There was a 
peculiar sheen to it, too, a sort of metal- 
lic luster that is not cultivated in the 
best Afro-American society. 

So unusual was the appearance of thé 
woman who sat opposite Kompa that he 
could not keep hig eyes off her. 

When other passengers would look at 
her and smile, Kompa would join them 
in showing his amused wonder at the 
strange complexion. Yet he did not 
penetrate the disguise. The colored 
woman, apparently unconscious of the 
attention she was attracting, kept her 
eyes to the front of the car and held 
her head high as though in contempt of 
the white folks. 

Over her head she wore a gaudy shaw! 
which concealed her. straight hair. 
Kompa gazed at her at intervals, but 
she never turned her head his way.

A short distance be- 
hind her walked her friend, Mrs. Flow- 
ers. They trailed Kompa to 1442 War- 
ren street. After he entered the house 
they saw him and a woman moving 
about in a room on the first floor.

ABATING A PUBLIC NUISANOE. 

A railroad company or any other company 
would bé preposterous if in first preparing its 
plant for its own use and profit, it should call 
on the city to pay any part of the cost of provid- 
ing for public safety {n the use of the plant. 

When damages to surrounding property are to 
be paid for in making the necessary improve- 
ments to take the place of railway grade cross- 
ings, no railway company would have called 
on the city to share the expense, if the cross- 
ings had been properly made by viaduct or other- 
wise in the first place. 

It is the city’s fault that they were not prop- 
erly made in the first place, only because it failed 
to enforce public rights of safety in the begin- 
ning, as it is obliged to do in the end. But it 
would be a remitrkable conclusion, if a corpora- 
tion creating a public nuisance by neglecting to 
provide for public safety, could claim this neglect 
gs a reason for imposing part of the expense of 
remedying it on the public. 

As already established by Supreme Court de- 
cisions, negotiations of this kind are merely 
means of evading responsibility. In St. Louis 
as in every other city, the grade crossing is out- 
lawed, as soon as it shows itself a danger to life 
and limb. It is not a proper subject for negotia- 
tion, but a public nuisance to be abated.

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THE ALLEGED TOBACOO FRAUDS. 

After estimating $100,000,000 as the probable 
amount the Government has lost as the result of 
the improper classification for duty of Cuban 
Jeaf in the last 20 years, the United States Tobac- 
co Journal proposes a uniform specific duty o 

ban tobacco as the remedy. 

Instead of saying that the Government has been 
defrauded, the better statement is that the Gov- 
ernment tried to annul a trade custom in the in- 
terest of excessive protection and fartially failed. 
@ennecticut and Wisconsin tobacco growers raise 
a leaf suftable for cigar wrappers. They demand- 
ed and received a protection on their product 
which has varied in different tariffs from 4 to 6 
times the rate on filler tobacco. The Cuban cus- 
tom fs to pack with filler tobacco from 5 to 10 
per cent suitable for wrappers. Whether or not! 
thig leaf suitable for wrappers was so used was 

The Government cannot open and inspect every 
bale of leaf tobacco, One bale in ten is the cus- 
tomary extent of the inspection. Inspection ‘may 
at times be lax or fraudulent. The amount of 
wrapper tobacco may vary. Dishonest importers 
may have taken advantage of the methods. On 
the other hand much tobacco possibly suited for 
wrapping may not be so used. The primary com- 
plaint, after all, is against the excessive duty 
‘made to give inordinate profits to Connecticut 
growers.

and the words of cunning schemers. 

There is evidence to prove both cases. Mr. 
Taft signed the Payne-Aldrich law, but explained 
it was far from a perfect measure. He defend- 
ed it as in compliance with platform promises, 
but explained that the wool schedule was the 
product of the combined influence of Western 
wool growers and Hastern woolen manufacturers 
on congressmen. 

He declined to insist on strict application of the 
maximum and minimum provision of the law and 
made haste to issue the necessary proclama- 
tions making the latter effective. This decis- 
ion was reached under threats of retaliation by 
foreign countries and was influenced by clamors 
at home, but the result was not that intended 
by the framers of the law, which was to have 
the maximum rates effective. 

Now Mr. Taft gives no apparent heed to the 
demands for a special session of Congress to 
untax foods and clothing, but he commends reci- 
procity with Canada. His measure seems to be 
unpopular with Republicans in both House and 
Senate. But it is reported that he is so strongly 
in favor of reciprocity with Canada that he may 
call the sixty-second Congress in special session 
to consider it if it fails of passage before March 
4 

For the smaller benefit to come of lower rates 
in reciprocity with Canada, Mr. Taft would do 
what he has so far declined to do in the other 
case for the larger benefit. Still, calling a special 
session for either or both would indicate that Mr. 
Taft has qualities of leadership heretofore un- 
declared. Jt would mark him as, at léast, con- 
sidering the interests of the people paramount. 
It is a new test of his independence.

OHANGING GOVERNMENT STYLES. 

The constitutions of the new states. are rad- 
ical departures from the conventional lines in 
many respects. But they are conservative doc- 
uments when compared with the proposal to equip 
the State of Washington with a commission form 
of government. 

There are certain legal obstacles in the way 
of this innovation. It may or may not bé the 
republican form of government thé Constitution 
of the United States guarantees. Washington, 
however, ploneered in securing the election of 
senators by direct vote, and it may point the way 
for the adaptation of the commiséion plan to the 
State. Running a small state is less of a business 
undertaking than running a large city. There is 
scarcely a state the government of whose metrop- 
olis is not a greater problem than that of the 
state itself.

Lawn tennis reforms are about to be 
enacted at the thirtieth annual meeting 
of the United States National Lawn 


Tennis “Association,” which will be held 
Friday, Feb. 3, at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
New York. From the program already 
outlined by those seeking to change 
the old regime and the present officers 
of the governing body, it is evident that 
this meeting is to be the most momen- 
tous one in the history of the sport. 
The new nationalism of lawn tennis is 
either to assert -itself of to be smoth- 
ered. 

Karl H. Behr caused consternation 
among the Executive Committee when 
he came out broadly assailing Newport 
as the place of holding the tournament 
and the flagrantly lax conduct of the 
meeting. It was nothing short of a 
bombshell.

Ward C. Burton of Minneapolis, vice- 
president of the Western Association, 
has been at the Holland House during 
the week and has been deeply interest- 
ed in the progress of the insurgents’ 
campaign. It seems that the West had 
planned this year to bring a matter be- 
fore the annual meeting which had been 
taxen up by sari Behr and his support- 
ers. It is the idea of playing the cham- 
pionship in the latter part of Septem- 
ber instead of in August, thus making it 
the climax of the season.

Burton, as the season in his section of 
the country begins a month later than 
in New York. Western players, there- 
fore, have little time to prepare for 
their own sectional championships, and 
the all-important preliminary ties to the 
national doubles, which must necessari- 
ly be decided before the National cham- 
pionship.

Dr. Shaffer Fears for Relative 
Since Reading About Disaster 
in Philippines. 

Dr, Dallas W. Shaffer, a St. Louis 
veterinary in the insular service, lives 
on the shore of Lake Taal, only five 
miles from the! volcano whose eruption 
had caused, according to the latest 
reports, about 400 deaths. His brother, 
Dr. F. W. Shaffer, also a veterinary, 
is worrled about him, having received 

no word since the catastrophe. 

Lake Taal is in Luzon, Philippine Is- 
lands, Five villages have been de- 
stroyed, the reports say. 

Dr. Dallas Schaffer, in letters to his 
brother here, has described Lake Taal, 
in which he takes his morning dip. On 
several occasions he has taken visiting 
Americans, usually teachers, across the 
lake in a rowboat, and down into the 
erater of the volcano. He wrote that 
they usually were sickened by the naes- 
‘eous fumes, but that he was able to 
bear them because they resembled stee! 
mill gases. Formerly he worked in a 
steel mill. 

The last letter received by the broth- 
er here was written Nov. 10, and had 
been seven weeks, the usual time, on the 
Way. In @ postscript, apparently writ- 

ten the morning after the main body 
of the letter, the veterinary told of a vi- 
olent earthquake the night before: 

“T thought it was going to shake my 
bamboo hut down into the lake,” he 
wrote.
